The beggy pents, the limber 
cane, the small mustache, the 
tight-fitting coat and the large Ill- 
fitting shoes, that go into the char- 
acerization of the wistful, pathetic 
dudé-tramp made famous the 
world over by Charlies Chaplin. 
were used by other comedians and 
vaudeville performers as early as 
1890, and tn 19065, several years 
before Chaplin came to this coun- 
try. and eight years before he ap- 
peared in pictures, it was used by 
a French actor tn a film released 
by the old Mutual Company. 

Others had also used his cos- 
tume, individual parts or collective- 
ly in this period. 

This was the substance of testi- 
mony introduced yesterday after- 
noon at the trial of Charlies Chap- 
lin and Charlies Amador in Judge 
Hudner’s court by Joseph Pazen.
